Kiowas. reports from that agency in Idaho, nnder 
date ot liuy 14, that the reports of extensive raids 
by the Comanclies into Western Texas and of the 
massacre of fifty families is in his opinion entirely 
false. The Comanches there appear to be somewhat 
nnessy. 
They are fearful that the Qua-ha-die or 


rovfng Indiaus who remain on the Plains are 
going to make arald on them and the white people 
iu tne vicinity of their agency. Tne agent says be 
has no cause to believe the Kiowas will take to the 
warpath. They value their coffee, sugar and other 
provisions too highly to cause trouble without provo- 
cation. Thej arc nearly all hunting buffalo, which, 
are on their reservation in,great numbers. It is 
stilted that twenty-nve coaiandies have gone to tl;c 
Qua-ha-die camps, and would probably go to the 
Rio Grande to steal horses.

one of the large suburbs of Portsmouth, whore his 
father, Mr. John Dickons, hold a position in the H~avy 
Pay Department, the duiics of which lequired fre- 
quent changes of residence. Thus it was that tiic 
infant years of the future novelist were spent at 
Plymouth, Siiecracss, Chatham and other sennort 
towns. Tliis was at the time of the war with France; 
but after the exile of Napoleon lo St. Helena ciis 
father retired oa a pension and went to London, 
where lui obtained employment as pariiamontarv re- 
porter for the daily papers. In the British mjiropo-

He at- 
tracted the attention of the editor, who rennested 
Una to contribute articles other than those lu the 
regular performance of his reportorial duties Dick- 
ens complied wi-.n tnis request, and published in tiie 
Morning Chronicle a seiles of papers, under the UUa 
of "Sketches of English Lire and Character " which 
became quite popular. These he snbieniiently re- 
vibea anfl collected into tht1 twj well known volimrs 
or "Sketches by Boz."

On his return 
to England In 1842 he published his "American Notes 
for General Circulation." 
Had Charlss Dicscas 
norcr penned this worK neither his own nor the 
American people would havo been losers. In these 
notes lie attempted to describe the 'customs, man- 
ners and habits of a people he did not unclerstimd; 
or, understanding, pandered to tho prejudices 01 the 
English people, then wining to accept aiiythut' 
owrt and gross as characteristics of the cltlaens of 
the American republic.
